Reynolds said in 1977, the school district got rid of 14 
portable classrooms that had outlived their usefulness. Ten of 


- the portables were located at the Grayling Middle School to 


house five fifth and five sixth grades, and four were located 
along the north side of the Grayling Elementary School.

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“These were all used portable classrooms when we bought 
them,” Reynolds said. The average life of a portable classroom 
is ten years: and Reynolds said some of the portables they 
discarded were approaching 20 ycars old or more. 

Even though three classrooms were added to the Frederic 
Elementary School in 1977, grades K-5 still suffered a net loss 
of six classrooms, 

The Grayling Elementary School added five classrooms in 
1987, but lost the use of the two remaining portable class- 
rooms, for a net gain of three classrooms.

The first Department of 
State satellite muscum toopen 
for the season is Hartwick 
Pines State Park Lumbering 
Museum, which opencd to 
visitors on April J. The 
Lumbering Muscum provides 
an insightful glimpse into the 
lumbering industry and 
Michigan’s late 1800s history. 

During the “White Pine 
Era” from 1840 to 1910, an 
estimated 160 billion board 
feet of native pine were cult 
from Michigan forests: “A 
quantity sufficient to floor the 
entire land arca of Michigan 
with 1-inch pine boards, with 
enough remaining to cover 
Rhode Island,” according toa 
Museum display.

New programs such as additional special! education pro- 
gramming, developmental kindergarten and the primary room, 
adopted by the district between 1977-1989, took another four 
classrooms. Three more classrooms were lost when class sizes 
were reduced. 

“We are trying to be at 25 students per class,” Reynolds said. 
“We arc maintaining those numbers at kindergarten and first 
grade, but when you do that, it takes more classrooms.” 

While available classroom space in the district is becoming 
more scarce, enrollment at the elementary level continues to 
increase at much faster rate than at the middle school or high 
school levels. (See accompanying graph.) 

“The indication is that elementary enrollment is going to 
level off because our kindergarten enrollment is leveling off,” 
Reynolds said. “But it is going to stay up there in the 800-900 
student range.” 

The 1990 Kindergarten Round-up at the Frederic and Gray- 
ling elementary schools resulted in the registration of 149 
children with an estimated 20 more children expected to 
register before school begins in the fall. , 

This number is down from 1989’s record enrollment of 186 
students. 

Kindergarten enrollment between 1968-1979 peckcd in 1975 
with about 155 students and then began decreasing until it

Reducing Waste Making Gents to Business 


“We produce it —- we can reduce it,” says Loch McCabe, of 
Resource Recycling Systems, Inc., of Michigan. 

Andhe says the smart businesses already are reducing waste. 

“Waste reduction not only makes good ccological sense, but 
it makes economic sense,” McCabe told Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce members at a Lunch and Issues meet- 
ing fast Thursday at the Copper Kettle. 

“Once half of all the waste in Michigan is produced by busi- 
nesses,” says McCabe. “That's about 6 million tons a year at 
a cost of about $100 a ton or more to get rid of the waste.” 

McCabe says many businesses arc realizing the importance 
of waste reduction to their bottom line. 

Most businesses pay a lot for raw materials, yet they wind up 
throwing some of them in the trash bin, he says. So they end 
up paying for the materials twice. McCabe points out it costs 
moncy for an employee or maintenance person to collect the 
waste, it costs money to haul the waste away, and it €osts 
moncy to dispose it at a landfill. 

McCabe says the cost of getting rid of waste is expected to 
soar in the next ten ycars as landfill space become scarce. 
Waste reduction makes economic sense right now, but it will 
be a business necessity ina few years. Gone are the times when 
it was inexpensive and casy to dispose of waste, he says. 


One of the first steps to reducing waste is to look at your trash 
bin to sce what is being throw out. 

“T suggest you take a friend with you,” says McCabe, “ii can 
be a traumatic experience,” 

With the high cost of raw materials these days, many 
business people pale at the view of the dumpster behind their 
business. They paid a lot of moncy for the raw materials and 
some of the matcriats are not even being used, On top of that, 
the business is paying moncy to have somconce haul the unused 
waste materials away. 

McCabe says source reduction should be the highest priority 
on your listto reduce waste. Take a look at how to climinate the 
waste. The State of Michigan Office of Waste Reduction 


Services has entire brochures on step by step procedures to, 


reduce waste. (Write to P.O. Box 30004, Lansing, Mi 48909 ér 
call 517/335-1478.) 


After looking at source reduction, focus on reuse of prod- 
ucts, The most common example is using the back side of 
office paper that was previously uscd on one side only. 

Recycling and composting materials are the final steps to 
look at. For help in recycling materials in Crawford County, 
call the Crawford-Otsego Recycling Center 732-3553. 
McCabe says businesses of all sizes can bencfit from waste 


reduction: restaurants, offices, manufacturers, large and small 
retailers, and service firms. His prescntation of state firms 
detailing techniques and businesses who reduce waste in- 
cluded a local manufacturer, Georgia-Pacific’s Beaver Creck 
Resin Plant, 

McCabe praised Georgia-Pacific as taking waste reduction 
several steps further at its Beaver Creek plant. 

“This entire plant and its processes were designed to climi- 
nate hazardous waste and all waste water discharges, saving 
tens of thousands of dollars in waste disposal costs every year.” 

McCabe also points out the plant’s state-of-the-art computer 
monitoring system which tracks waste recovery and other 
plant functions. 

By the year 2010, McCabe says he can see a business that 
currently fills two dumpsters a week placing a single small can 
out once a weck for trash disposal, Landfills will be 100 miles 
away and very expensive. All containers will be reusable, 
products will be made out of recycled materials, and com- 
posting will even enter the office scene, Products will also be 
made to last. 

“Before 1950, we did not have a throw-away society,” he 
says, “The generations that grew up during the Great Depres- 
sionand World War I’ srationing know how to save things, use 
them over, and recycle.”

Let’s tum the clock back to 1917 and see who was 
whatat that time. John F. Humm was postmaster, Oscar 
Palmer was probate judge, Wm. Cody was sheriff, John 
J, Niederger was county clerk, Edward S. Houghton was 
treasurer, Allen B. Failing was register of deeds, Glen 
Smith was prosecuting atlomey and James A. Kalahr was 
school commissioner, 


Some of the business people at that time were: 
Marius and Holger Hanson, Bank of Grayling; Chas. 
Canfield, dentist: R.D, Connine, storekeeper; E.G. Clark 
was tHe leader of The Ciuzen's Band; Frank Dreese, 
storekeeper; and Claude C. Fink managed Shoppenagons 
Inn. John Goudrow had a shoe storc, M.A. Bates man- 
aged the phone co., George Olson had the opera house, 
and Rasmus Hanson had the sawmill. 

John Hodge and Clyde King had a restaurant, Mrs. 
Milnes ran the Burton Hotel, Dr. S.N. Insley took care of 
the ill. Wm. C. Johnson made canoe paddies (later 
founded AuSable Woodworking Co. in Frederic). These 
are just some of the folks that helped to lay the founda- 
tions on which the local business community was built. 

I wish to say a big thank you to Ingeborg Raac for 
allowing me to copy a lot of historical information that 
she has collected about our area. That old information is 
hard to come by and deeply appreciated. Thank you 
again, kind lady. 


To the carly scttlers about the most important man 
outside of the Doctor (if they were lucky enough to have 
onc) was the village blacksmith. A good blacksmith 

| could do so many things for them. Keeping their horses 
and oxen shod was just onc of his functions. Making the 
tools needed for logging and farming, and repairing 
broken ones kept his forge hot day after day. Ina typical 
day he might be called upon to repair anything from a tea 
kettle to. a stcam engine. The decorative iron work on old 
houses was mostly the work of a local blacksmith, 
They were mosuy a thing of the past by my time, but 
| Bill Cox would still get his forge going once ina while to 
| doa job for someone. It was always a big thing with us 
kids to go and watch him at work. Shaping and bending 
that white hot iron with hammer blows on the anvil was 
a sight that fascinated us. Shoeing some horses and oxen 
could bea real hair raiser. Some animals must have saved 
their meanness for the blacksmith when he tried to put 
shoes on them, There would attimes be quite a dust storm 
before the job got donc.

Soviets face 
turmoil for now 


RUSSIA WILL BE going through considerable tur- 
moil intemally for quite some time, and things will get 
worse before they get better. 

That’s the prediction offered by Henry Kissinger, 
Nobel Peace Prize winner and former U.S. Secretary of 
State, atthe recent Government Affairs Conference of the 
National Newspaper Association. 

Claiming that the world today is similar to what it was 
at the turn of the century, Mr. Kissinger pointed out that 
no communist system has ever met its needs. 

As Russia tries to move from central planning toa free 
market economy, Mr. Kissinger said, Gorbachev will 
have his hands full. 

“For a while, things will get worse,” Mr. Kissinger 
said. “That will require strong leadership.” 


He said Mr. Gorbachev is trying to create a new . 


leadership system, that will weaken and in time eliminate 
the communist party, He said “one party rule has been 
replaced by one-man rule.” 

“What will emerge is not quite clear,” he said. 

* * e 

MR, KISSINGER SAID that Russia has “no history 
of democracy... no national consciousness” which will 
make any internal changes more difficult. 

“Ifa nation has done something one way for 700 ycars, 
would you say there is a certain proclivity?” he asked; 

Pointing out that there are 20,000 nuclear weapons in 
Sovict territory, Mr. Kissinger said: “Sure we can reduce 
military spending. But before we go too far, we need 
definition of possible dangers and ways to deal with 
them..." 

“These are good problems we have....” 

“But history docs not know any resting place. Let’s not 
get too cuphoric, but still this is a tremendous achieve- 
ment for our foreign policy.”

bottomed out in 1979 at about 115 students, Reynolds aturib- 
uted the enrollment decline of the late 1970's to the loss of the 
Bear Archery company, which moved to Florida, taking many 
Grayling residents with it. 

In 1980 kindergarten enrollment was back up to 140 students 
and, with the exception of 1982 and 1985, the kindergarten en- 
rollments have been raising dramatically each year, 

Michigan State University’s five year enrollment projec- 
tions, based on birth rates, have indicated that the Crawlord- 
AuSable’s kindergarten enrollments are going to continue in 
the 165-185 student range. 

“They don't show that enrollment will go to 200,” said 
Revnolds, “but they also don’t show enrollment returning to 
the 140 range we seemed to be sitting at for a long time.” 

Reynolds exptained that the school district needs to prepare

“7x 252175,” stated Reynolds. “At 185 students that means 
26 or 27 students per classroom. We don’t have that number 
of classrooms available now,” he said. “In fact, we are 
currently using every single classroom at both clementary 
schools, with some programs mecting in hallways, which are 
not appropriate spaces for children.” Reynolds said they do not 
have space for speech therapy or the gifted and talented 
program. 

Lack of classrooms at the Grayling Elementary Schoot has 
made it necessary last fall to bus two fourth grade classes, one 
kindergarten class, one developmental kindergarten class and 
one primary room to the Frederic Elementary School. 

The probicm of too many students vying for too few class- 
rooms will increase as the larger kindergarten classes move 
through the clementary schoo!s to the Grayling Middle School.

Today's civilization pro- 
duces many waste products in 
many fons. But they aff end 
up as pases, sotids or liquids, 

Gascous waste is generally 
ejected into the atmosphere, 
after some treatment, and is 
carried away by air currents, 
eventually causing problems 
for someone dowa-wind., 
Cars, trucks, buses and wood 
staves all contribute to the 
problem, although aotas visi- 
bly or drimauically as large 
smoke stacks. 

Solid wastes are gencrally 
taken toa landfill where they 
are buried, outofsightand out 
of mind. Atleast fora while. 
Even the best landfills cause 
problems. They are unsightly, 
smelly attractions forsea gulls, 
crows and rats which no one 
wants nearby. Even with all 
of their associated problems, 
today's landfills are much 
better than the old township 
dumps which dotted the land- 
scape, 

Liquid wastes also come 
trom individuals as well as 
corporations. In years past, 
allliquid wastes were disposed 
of by the cheapest and sim- 
plest manner - just dump it 
into the nearest waterway and 
let it float away. Needless to 
say, the pollution problem 
from this disposal method 
increased the further one 
moved downstream. 

So where are we today as 
we try to face our waste dis-

posal problems? Air pollu- 
tion contrals are fought by 
nearly everyone because they 
are too expensive. 

Industrics and individuals 
alike complain about the cost, 
whether it be for a smoke- 
stack ‘scrubber” which would 


reduce acid rain as would a § 


catalytic converter an a new 
car, 


Solid wastes are tricked to #a 


landfills, which are really not 
much better than the old 
dumps, except maybe less 
convenient and more expen- 
sive. Of course there are a few 
people who are willing to “get 
even withthe DNR” by throw- 
ing their trash along roads and 
trails, thereby climinating both 
of those drawbacks. 

And liquid wastes are re- 
quired to be disposed of prop- 
erly, either in a water treat- 
ment facility, Or into under- 
ground storage, several thou- 
sand feet down. Of course 
when storm sewers are con- 
nected to sanitary sewers there 
will be overflows into ncarby 
waterways, which bring us 
back to the old solution. 

We are being choked, bur- 
ied and drowned by our own 
wastes. The bestsolutions we 
have now are stop-gap al best. 
Sometine we, arourchildrena, 
are going to have to say 
cnough is enough and find 
real answers to the problem, 

The sooner we do that, the 
better, and cheaper, it will be.

Heartworm disease season is approaching. 


It travels via 


mosquitos, which bite an already infected dog and pick up the 
heartworm larvac, then bite another dog and pass on the 


disease. 


The heartworms travel to the dog’s heart and lungs, where 


they grow and slowly kilf the animal. 


Symptoms include 


persistent coughing, listlessness, poor endurance, weight loss 
and difficulty in breathing. Sadly, the disease is usually fatal. 

However, heartworm disease is preventable. Now is the 
time of year — before mosquito scason begins — to take your 
dog to the veterinarian for a blood test and medication. The 
blood test is imperative because if your pet already has heart- 
worms, the medication can be fatal. Several types of daily and 
monthly medications are available.
